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UNO Athletic 
Director David Herbster 
has resigned. 

The latest casualty 
in the ongoing athletics 
department finance 
controversy, he turned 
in his resignation to Interim Chancellor John 
Christensen Nov. 27. He said the controversy 
surrounding UNO athletics “diminished 
his ability to lead,” in a statement released 
by University Affairs. 

In a phone interview, Christensen said 
he wasn’t surprised by Herbster’s decision 
to step aside. Christensen also said he 
supported Herbster. 

“I admire him for making the decision 
on what was the greater good for the 
campus. He thought about what would 
be best for UNO as well as his personal 
circumstance,” he said. “A lot of people 
don’t take the time do that. I admire him 
for having weighed what is best for the 
campus in his decision.” 

Herbster became. athletic director in 
2005: Controversy muddied the department 
this summer, starting with the elimination 
of five jobs from within its ranks including 
Associate Athletic Director, a position held 
at the time by Deb Denbeck. The cuts to 
balance the ailing athletics budget were 
just the beginning of a hot, cruel summer 
in both the Sapp Field House and Eppley 
Administration Building. 

Further investigation uncovered several 
questionable expenditures, including the 
use of athletics funds to cover extravagant 
expenses for now-retired Vice Chancellor 
for Administrative Affairs Jim Buck. The 
expenses included satellite radio, the lease 
on Buck’s Cadillac as well as university- 
related trips for both Buck and his wife. The 
Bucks also paid for an athletic department

fundraising golf outing with athletics 
department money. 

When Buck’s spending was called into 
question, former UNO Chancellor Nancy 
Belck found herself in the eye of a financial 
hurricane and resigned on Sept. 12. 

Christensen said Herbster’s resignation 
was part ofa ripple effect from this summer’s 
monetary heat wave. 

“I think David [Herbster] is really an 
example of collateral damage from all the 
goings on this summer. And I think he 
really cares about how well he does in this 
position and what kind of contribution he 


makes,” Christensen said. “My take on the - 


decision is he felt like he wasn’t able to do 
the job he wanted to do and, therefore, he 
wanted to move. That's probably the right 
decision.” 

Under Herbster UNO secured its first 
national championship in women’s soccer, 
its third championship in wrestling and 
its first appearance in the NCAA hockey 
finals. 

Herbster will stay on at UNO to perform 
university promotion, development and 
outreach until June 2007, reporting directly 
to Christensen.

will serve as interim athletic director. 

While Christensen voiced support in 
Frette’s ability to lead the department, the 
search for a new athletic director will begin 
immediately. Christensen said he would 
like to have a new athletic director in place 
by July 1. 

“We need to find someone who is 
dedicated to a metropolitan university, 
who is dedicated ‘to academics as well as 
athletics. Someone who is sensitive to the 
Division II philosophy regarding student 
athletes,” he said. “I think we're going to 
look for someone with high energy and 
experience. And I think we're going to have

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Second Life: Online virtual world creates classroom for students

Typically, one of the main benefits of taking a 
course online is that you don’t actually have to go 
to class. However, the online world of Second Life 
has changed that for eight multimedia students at 
Bradley University in Peoria, IIl. 

Ed Lamoureux, an _ associate professor 
of the Multimedia Program and Department of 
Communication at Bradley University, will be 
teaching a course, as "Professor Beliveau," in the 
virtual universe. The course aims to familiarize 
students with working in virtual environments and 
new media. 

“Most of the multimedia students at Bradley 
want to learn to author 3-D, immersive media,” 
Lamoureux said in a presentation to the New Media 
Consortium on Nov. 8. “Doing meaningful things in 
Second Life, like holding class, making presentations, 
observing others, will help them further understand 
the products they want to someday make.” 

Developed in 2003 by Linden Labs in San 
Francisco, Second Life is a 3-D virtual world in 
which people can interact, play, do business and 
otherwise communicate. The site now has more than 
one million residents online that spend an average of 
$600,000 “real” dollars per day in the online world. 

Second Life allows its residents to create an 
online version of themselves, called an avatar, as 
well as purchase land, build homes and businesses, 
socialize and earn money that can be cashed out for 
real money. 

Lamoureux’s course, which is scheduled to begin 
in January 2007, Field Research Methods in Second 
Life, aims to study learning in online environments. 

He has..developed a. virtual campus in .the 
Second Life universe, complete with buildings that 
resemble the “real” buildings on Bradley’s campus, 


where students will meet in the game for class. 

The students will meet for one hour daily in 
a conference room on the virtual campus, where 
they will hear his lectures, engage in question-and- 
answer sessions and report on their out-of-class 
work, Lamoureux said in a statement. 

“Distance and online learning are interesting to 
me and, in my view, are of crucial importance to the 
future of education,” Lamoureux said in his blog.

With another big night by its 
long distance specialist, the UNO 
men’s basketball team found a way 
to get it done Tuesday night. 

Senior Zac Robinson notched 
a career-high in scoring for the 
second time in as many weeks, 
dropping in 29 points with seven 
three-pointers and helping the 
Mavs rally past Peru State 95-85 at 
Sapp Fieldhouse. 

Coach Derrin Hansen said the 
key to the win was the Mavs’

Bobcats in the second half. 
Trailing by 11 with just over 
five minutes left in the first half, 
the Mavericks struggled to keep 
up with Peru State’s lights-out 
shooting and found themselves 
down 48-44 at the break. But then 
UNO started to get defensive stops, 


grab some boards and was able to 
change the flow of the game and 
pull out the victory. 

Still, Hansen said his team 
made a number of mistakes and 
was fortunate to have some shots 
drop. 

“We founda rhythm offensively 
about midway through the half 
and [Robinson] was a big part of 
that and, defensively, we finally 
got the tempo changed a little bit,” 
said Hansen. “But, by and large, 
the whole game | thought they 
were in control.” 

Three other Mavs reached 
double digits. in the game. Junior 
Jerry Bennett had 14 points, and 
sophomore Michael Jenkins and 
freshman Andrew Bridger each 
connected for 13 points. 

Bridger, who had been out 
since last Friday with a concussion, 
was instrumental in getting the 


Mavs the lead in the second half, 
hitting two crucial three-pointers 
and dishing out timely assists. 

Unfortunately, he had _ to 
leave the game late with another 
concussion and may be out of the 
Mavericks already depleted lineup 
again. 

“T highly doubt we'll have him 
this weekend,” said Hansen. 

The win evened the Mavs’ 
record at 3-3 and showed that, with 
their shooting, they could stay in 
the game and mount a comeback. 
But Hansen thinks his team has to 
improve greatly on their defense 
and rebounding in order to win on 
a regular basis. 

“We hit some shots, I’m not 
sure we played better, but we hit 
enough shots to win the basketball 
game,” Hansen said. “Over the 
course of the season, that’s not a 
recipe for success.”

Crime Statistics report, said Kosel. 

“In order for it to be counted on 
that, it can happen two ways,” said 
Kosel. “As it gets reported to us, or if 
[the victim] reports it directly to the 
police, they let us know.” 

During the last three years, there 
has been only one sexual assault in 
the on-campus residential housing, 
according to the report, and that was 
in 2003. 

“Offenses which are committed 


by students, staff or faculty members’
